Tho National Steam Navigation 
Co, have a capital of ;C2,000,OQO, and 
when all the vessels now in course of con- 
struction tire completed, will have a fleet 
of Ki first-class steamers, cohting ,Cl,3'Jo,- 
000.

not used in tho mannfacturo of eordage 
and cloth ; and tho process of .separation 
of these distinct materials contained in tho 
ofirn husk, injures neither.

econotni/.ing the vast resources we have 
in this material, now largely wasted, on 
the prairies. Who will set about it?

has licon demonstrated in Austria Unit 
this material may he economically used for 
these purpiHn*. Tho experiments made 
there are not completed.

V NEW SCHEME TO ABOUTIONIZE TUE SOUTH. 


It is painful to reflect how soon tho 


landmarks of the grent principles are lost 
unid the.throes ot revolution. For forty 
jours the people of the South have been 
Battling against the mad schemes of the 
Abolitionists to destroy tlie institution of 
domestic slavery. We Imvc uniformly con- 
tended that negroes were property, and 
that slavery was a local institution, with 
which no power under tho sun could inter- 
fere, save the sovereign States themselves 
in their individual capacity. 
For this 


great principle of right of tiio States to 


their domestic institutions to suit 


themselves we went to war with the North, 
md for nearly four years have main'Mned 
tho dreadful conflict with unexampled sue- 


eSS. ' 
.Just at the moment when all tho gigan- 


;ie schemes of the enemy to aubjugtito us 
iiiive failed—when Grant is panting for 
breath to renew n contest in which he has 
tieon completely battled, and Sherman is 
toiling tii escape from the coils of Hood, 


threatens the destruction of his ar- 


my—just nt this nuspiuiouH moment, when 
the bright und glorious day of independ- 
ence is about to break upon us, with tho 
plcndor of an unclouded sun—just nt such 
moment it is gravely proposed by resrcct- 
ablc though chimerical journalists in the 
South, to ignore all our pastcardinnl prin- 
ciples, and do for ourselves precisely whnt 
Lincoln nnd the Abolitionists proposed to 
do for us, without war—abolish slavery ! 


This is tho naked proposition of those 


who advocate thu conscription of our 
slaves as .soldiers. They propose to con- 
script "all tho able-bodied negroes of the 
country" between the aces of 18 and 45 
••respectively," arm and equip them in 
the Held as soldiers, along with our white 
men. 
AH un inducement to make these 


nogroo.s faithful to our cnuse, they uro to 
bo given their freedom, nnd bo permitted 
to live among us after the war as freemen. 
The result of such a proposition, if suc- 
cessful, cannot bo mistaken by a blind 
man or an idiot. It will convert the sov- 
ereign States of tho Confederacy into free 
negro colonies, with all tho social and po- 
litcal evils which attend "the amalgama- 
tion of adverse races. 
If our negro mon 


aro made free, then justice and sound pol- 
icy would require that their wives and 
children should be permitted to enjoy free- 
dom along with their husbands and fa- 
thers, mi,the principlo announced by tho 
Richmond Hnijuircr, "that they who'light 
for freedom deserve 
to be 
freemen." 


Whether this be just or not, it is very cer- 
tain tlmt our slaves once made freemen, 
and trained in the skill of uruis und the 
linrd.-hijn of the camp.nnd tho dangers of 
the buUlo-tk'ld, would not only insist on 
thoir u\vti freedom, but on tho' freedom of 
llieir entire race. 


Xuy, more. 
They would insist, mul 


httv« the right to insist, at the point of the- 
bayonet, upon enjoying all the civil, social 
ami political rights enjoyed by their form- 
or innstorp, on the ground that they had 
Millored equally all the dangers nml re- 
sponsibilities ol tho. struggle. The horri- 
ble result would bo cither thu ninnlgama- 
tion of tho blnok und white races in tho 
South, with all its attendant Hhntne nnd 
ruin, or a dreadful civil war of extermina- 
tion between the white men nnd the black ! 
Can Mich consequences bo contemplated 
by tho. Southern mind without u shudder 
fur tint result? 
And yet this is the cer- 


tain und to which it is nnw proposed to 
cduoate ourselves. 


1,'Mik at tho question in another p.iint of 


>iow. 
If our slaves are mndesoldicrs.then 


they will have to bo, governed by the haute 
military laws which govern the white man, 
because we have only one military code. 
They will, therefore, be ipse facln tlie 
equal of thoir masters, entitled to the sumo 
rights, and subject only to the same pun- 
ishment. 
The insolence of our former 


claves would have to be endured, or, if 
chastened, they would have tho right find 
thu forco to chastise back again ; thus de- 
stroying the first principle of ncgio subor- 
dination, which is tho life of the institu- 
tion at thu South. 


Hut Fiipposing the question to he fraught 


with none of those terrible social und po- 
litical evils, it is perfectly clear to our 
mind that armed negroes would be n 
source of perpetual danger and weakness 
to the ^oiitli in this struggle, instead of 
strength. 
When we shall have armed 


them, \\lmt .-eeurity have we that they will 
not desert us and join the enemy in a body? 
Removed from till natural principle and 
from observation, they will certainly do 
flu. I'laco our negroes in the Held nH sol- 
diers, and they would .surrender every po 
sition they might be placed to defend, foi 
it is idle to talk to sensible men about tin 
fidelity of slaves. This is a subject which 
will do to amu.se the brains of romancers. 


Nor is this all. 
When we conscript all 


the able-bodied negroes, who aro to culti- 
vate our fields and support our armies? 
1'iit the whito men and negroes all in the 
field, and what will follow but general 
starvation'/ 
With tho negro in the field, 


and in tiio trenches, la; is a powerful nnd 
indisponsible auxiliary to our cause. This 
is tin; capacity in which Lincoln fears the 
power of slavery. Five thousand negroes 
with the ."i a lo have mado Richmond invul- 
nerable to all the powerful and ingenious 
assaults of tho enemy. The same number 
have cimhlod Charleston to withstand the 
most terrible and prolonged siego of mod- 
ern warfiiro. 
With tho spado uud tho hoe, 


our sla\ os are more powerful tinman army 
with 
banners, but with arms in their 


hiiiid' thoy al oni'o become n source ol 
fearful weakness and inevitable destruc- 
tion. 


We caution tho people mid thu press in 


all xolemnity against countenancing this 
new and mad .scheme of abolition—this 
scheme to convert tho Southern States into 
free nogro colonies to make the slave the 
equal of tho white man—to rob the master 
of his rightful property—to emancipate 
tlio .-lave again<t positive Stateennclments 
—t«i destroy all hope of civil liberty iu the 
Soiitli, nnd to make to Lincoln mid tho 
woiId tin; humiliating confession thut wo 
aro inotipnble of defending our property 
or mir froodnm. 


The Profession of Women.

A Magazine article says the profession 


of vfomen is housekeeping, declares it 
thoroughly dishonore3'an3""oSers the foi- 
lowing proofs}

The. delicate constitution and failing 


health of young girls, the sickness and suf- 
ferings of mothers and housekeepers, the 
miserable quality of domestic service, the 
stinted wages of seamstresses, the dispair 
of thousands who vainly strive for an hon- 
est living, and tho awful increase of tlio^o 
who livo by'vice, arc more and more press- 
ing on public attention, • 


What is the cause of all this? The 


chief cause is, that u-oman in not (mined 
for ha'profession, while thai profession in 
socially disyraced. 


Women are noil rained to bo housekeep- 


ers, nor to be wives, nor to bo mothers, 
nor to bo nurses of .voting children, nor to 
be nurses of the sick, nor to bo seamstres- 
ses, nor to bo domestics. 


And yet what trade or profession of men 


involves more difficult and complicated du- 
ties than that of a housekeeper? 


When parents are poor, the daughters 


ure forced into considerablepriictiblc train- 
ing for future duties, though many a moth- 
er toils to the loss of health that her 
daughters, may have all their time for 
study und school. 


In the more wealthy classes the young 


girl in subjected to a constant stimulus of 
tho brain, involving certain debility of 
nerves and muscles. Books in the nurs- 
ery—bookn in tho parlor—books in the 
school-room surround her. llor body is 
deformed by pernicious dress, her stomach 
weakened by confectionary and bad food. 
She sloops lato in tho morning, lives more 
by lamps and gun than sunlight, breath- 
ing had nir in close rooms or a crowded 
school. A round of Hcientifio study und 
fashionable 
accomplishments alternate, 


while her ambition IH stimulated to 'excel 
in anything rather than her proper busi- 
ness. 


School is succeeded by around of pleas- 


urable excitement till marriage in secured, 
and then—perhaps in ono short year—tho 
untrained novice is plunged into till the 
complicated duties of wife, mother, and 
housekeeper, aided only by domestics as 
ignorant and untrained as hcrsolf. 


What would a watchmaker be called 


who should set tiphissonintho trade when 
he had never put together a watch, fur- 
moiling only journeymen and apprentices 
as ignorant as his son? 
If in addition to 


this tho boy's right hand wero paralysed, 
he would be no more unlit for his business 
than are most young girls of the wealthy 
classes when starting in their profession at 
marriage. 


Then, on the other hand, women who do 


not marry, especially in the more wealthy 
class, have no profession or Ini-nne.ss, and 
uro as ill-provided as men Would he, wore 
all their trades and professions ended, and 
nothing loft but tho desultory pursuits of 
most single women who do not earn their 
living. 
A few such can create some now 


sphere as authors, artists, or philanthro- 
pists. 
Uut the groat majority live such 


aimless lives as men would do wore nil 
their professions ended. 


Almost every method that can ho devis- 


ed to make woman's work vulgar, and 
disagreeable, and 
disgraceful nus boon 


employed, till now tho word "lady," sig 
nitics u moinan thut never ban dono any of 
tho proper work of a woman. 


Dark and dirty kitchens, mean und filthy 


dress, ignorant and vulgar associates, in- 
convenient arrangements, poor utensils, 
hard and dirty work, und ignorant and un- 
reasonable housekeepers—those are the 
attractions offered to young girls to tempt 
them to ono of the most important depart 
iiients of thoir future profession. 


Tho care of infants and young children 


is made scarcely less repulsive und op- 
pressive, and usually is given to the young 
or the ignorant. 
Thus thu training of 


young children at tho most impressive ago, 
the providing of healthful food, and suita- 
ble clothing, and most of home comforts 
are turned off to the vulgar and ignorant. 
A woman of position and education who 
should attempt to earn her living in any of 
those departments of woman's proper busi- 
ness would bo regarded with nity or dis- 
gust, and be rewarded only with penuri- 
ous wages and social disgrace. 


Meantime, while woman's proper busi 


ness is thus disgraced and avoided, all the 
excitements of praise, honor, competition, 
and emolument arc given to hook-learning 
and accomplishments. The little girl wh 
used to bo rewarded at school lor sowing 
neatly, and praised when she had made a 
whole shirt for her father, now is reward- 
ed und praised only for geography, gram- 
mar and arithmetic. The young woman 
in the next higher school goes on to geom- 
etry, algebra and Latin, nnd winds tip, if 
able to afford it, with French, music and 
drawing. 
Twenty other branches arc ad- 


ded to these, not ono of them including 
any practical training for any one of wo- 
man's distinctive duties. 


The result i», that in the wealthy clnsa- 


cs a woman no more thinks of earning her 
living in her true and proper profession 
than her brothers do of securing theirs by 
burglary or piracy. 


This feeling in the more wealthy classes 


descends to those less favored by fortune. 
Though forced by lack of means to some 
degree of training for woman's business, 
the daughters of respectable farmers and 
mechanics never look forward toward earn- 
ing a living in their proper business, ex- 
cept as tho last and most disgraceful re 
sort of poverty. They will go into hot and 
unhealthy shops and mills, and oven into 
fields with men and boys, rather than to 
do woman's work in a private family. 
Not that, take tho year round, they can 
make so much more money, but to "avoid 
the tyranny and social disgrace of I;v5nu 
us a servant in the kitchen, with all the 
discomforts connected with that position. 
Few except the negro and the poorer f!cr- 
nmnnncl Irish will occupy tho place which 
brings to respectable and educated wo 
men social disgrace and the potty tyran- 
ny of inexperienced and untrained house- 
keepers, who know neither how to per- 
form their own duties nor how to toaeh in- 
competent helpers to perform theirs.

Human nature will not 
change, hi any future great national trial 
compared with the men of this, we shall 
have as weak and strong, as silly and as 
wise, a? bad and as good.

fore study the incident; of this, as philoso- 
liliy to learn wisdom from, and none of 
them as wrongs to be avenged.

thank GOM for Mime. You know it has 
been established iu this country, during 
the last four years, that Com has sup- 
planted Cotton as King. 
The Cotton 


lords have deserted the dominions of their 
master, for the plenteous land of Corn. 
Whatever becomes of cotton, corn dodgers 
arc a necessity—hoe-cake must vitali/.e the 
man if jeans are of any value as a cover- 
ing for him. We are now speaking of a 
specific corn. 
Corn, in its general appli- 


cation, is more than King—"it enters into 
calculations of diplomatists, and governs 
and controls tho actions of all nations. 


Although indigenous, and potent as a 


commercial agent in regulating our ex- 
changes, we have not utlilixed Maize, as 
we are bound to, within the next ten years 
—especially if tins war continues. " We 
sow it for forage for stock—soiling, in its 
green state. 
We live upon its immature, 


luscious fruit, during the hitter days of 
summer. We fatten our swine and beeves 
in early autumn by feeding its sugary 
stalks and maturing grain in bulk. 'We 
gather the golden ears for winter food and 
export. We cut and crush the stalks and 
foilngc, steam it and it makes us milk and 
beef. We gather the husks for mattress- 
es and pillows—for stuffing lounges and 
chairs. 


But with all Our intimacy with, and 


knowledge of, this plant and its product— 
with all our study of, ami perfection in, the 
inocles of cultivating and prodncting it, wo 
have not yet spun the strong fiber of its 
husks into cordage," nor woven it into 
cloth, nor arc our paper-mills making pa- 
per from it for us. 
And yet it embraces 


those capabilities. 
The husk not only 


furnishes the material for paper, but Iho 
process which obtains the paper stock sets 
the fiber free for spinning purposes. .The 
part used in the manufacture of paper is 
not used in . tho manufacture of cordage 
and- cloth ; and the process of separation 
of these distinct materials contained in the 
corn husk, injures neither.

economizing tho vast resources wo have 
in this material, now largely wasted, on 
the prairies.

their entire race.

They would insist, und 


have the ri^ht to insist, nt the'point of the 
bayonet, upon enjoying ail tho civil, social 
mid political rights"enjoyed by their form- 
er masters, on the ground that they had 
suffered equally all the dangers and re- 
sponsibilities ofthe struggle. The horri- 
ble result would be oither the amalgama- 
tion of the black und white races in the 
South, with all its attendant shamo and 
ruin, ur a dreadful civil war of extermina- 
tion between the white men and the black ! 
Can such consequences be contemplated 
by the Southern mind without a uhndder 
for the result?

The insolence of our former 


chives would have to be endured, or, if 
chastened, they would have tJie right and 
the force to chastise back again ; thus de- 
stroying the lirst principle of negro subor- 
dination, which is the life of the .institu- 
tion ut the South. 


But supposing the question to be fraught 


with none of those terrible social and po- 
litical evils, it is perfectly clear to out- 
mind that armed negroes' would be a 
source of perpetual danger and weakness 
to the South 'in this struggle, instead of 
strength. When we shall have armed 
them, what security have we that they will 
not desert us and join the enemy in a body? 
Removed from all natural principle and 
from observation, they will certainly do 
so. Place our uegroes in the field as sol- 
diers, anil they would surrender every po- 
sition they might be placed to defend, for 
it is idle to talk to sensible men about the 
fidelity of slaves. This is ajsubject which 
will du to amuse the brains of romancers, 


Nor is this all. When we conscript all 


the iiblc-bodicd negroes, who are to culti- 
.vatc our. fields ;md support .our armies? 
Put the white men and negroes all-.in the 
field, and -what will follow but general 
starvation? With the. negro.in thc'lield, 
and in the trenches, he is a powerful and 
indispensiblo auxiliary to our cause. This 
is the capacity in which Lincoln fears- the 
power of slavery. Five thousand negroes 
with thes-fa/le have made Richmond invnl- 
nerii-1.'

\Vhat is the cause of all this? The 


jihief'cause is, that woman in not. trained 
Jprjier.profession, while that jifofcssion is 
-socially dint/raced. 


Women are not fra-itutd to-be housekeep- 


ers, .nor to be wives, nor to be mothers, 
nor to be nurses-of young children, nor to 
be nurses of the "sick! nor to be seamstres- 
ses, nor to be domestics. 


• And yet what'trade or profession of men 
involves more difficult and complicated du- 
ties than that of a housekeeper? 


When parents are;poor, the daughters 


arc forced into considerablep'ractible train- 
ing for .future duties,'though many a moth- 
er toils-to the'loss of health that'he- 
daughters, may have ail their time for 
study and school. 


In the more wealthy classes ihe young 


girl is subjected to.a constant stimulus of 
the brain, involving certain debility of 
nerves and muscles.. Books in the nurs- 
ery—hooks in'the. parlor—books in the 
school-room surround-her. Her body is 
deformed by pernicious drees, her stomach 
weakened by confectionary and bad food. 
She sleeps late in the 'morning, lives more 
by lamps and gas than sunlight, breath- 
ing bad air in close rooms or a crowded 
school. 
A round of scientific study and 


fashionable 
accomplishments alternate, 


while her ambition .is stimulated to 'excel 
in anything rather than her proper busi- 
ness. 


School is succeeded by around nt pleas- 


urable excitement till marriage is secured, 
and then—perhaps in one short year—tho 
untrained novice is plunged into all;the 
complicated duties of wife, mother,. ;md 
housekeeper, aided only by domestics as 
ignorant and untrained as herself. 


What would a watchmaker be called 


who should set up hie son in the trade when 
he bad never'put together a watch, fur- 
nishing only journeymen and apprentices 
as ignorant as his son ? If in addition to 
Lhis the boy's right hand were paralyzed, 
lie would be no more unfit for his business 
than are most young girls of the wealthy 
classes when starting in their profession nt 
marriage. 


Then, on the other hand, women who do 


not marry, especially in the more wealthy 
class, have no profession or business, and 
arc as ill-provided as men would be. were 
all their trades and professions ended, nnd 
nothing left but the desultory pursuits of 
mo«t single women, who do not earn their 
liying. A few such can create some new 
sphere as authors, artists, or- philanthro- 
pists. But the great majority live such 
aimless lives as men would do were nil 
their professions ended. 


Almost every method that can be devis- 


ed to make woman's work vulgar, and 
disagreeable, and .disgraceful has boon 
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employed, till now the word "lady/' 
nines a moman that never hag done any of 
the proper work of a woman. 


Park and dirty kitchens, mean and filthy 


dress, ignorant and vulgar associates, in- 
ennvenient arrangements, poor utensils, 
hard and dirty work, and ignorant and un- 
reasonable housekeepers—these are the 
attractions offered to young girls to tempt 
them to one of the most important depart- 
ments, of their future profession. 


The care of infants and young children 


is made scarcely less repulsive and op- 
pressive, and usually is given to the young 
or the ignorant. 
Thus the training of 


young children at the most impressive age, 
the providing of healthful food, and suita- 
ble clothing, and most of home comforts 
are turned off to the vulgar and ignorant. 
A woman of position and education who 
should attempt to earn her living in any of 
these departments of woman's proper busi- 
ness would be regarded' with pity or dis- 
gust, and be rewarded only with penuri- 
ous wages and social-disgrace. 


Meantime, while woman's proper busi- 


ness is thus disgraced and avoided, all the 
excitements of praise, honor, competition, 
and emolument arc given to book-learning 
and accomplishments. The little girl who 
used to bo rewarded at school for sewing 
neatly, and praised when she had made a 
whole shirt for her father, now is reward- 
ed and praised only for geography, gram- 
mar and arithmetic. The young woman 
in the next higher school go'cs on to geom- 
etry, algebra and Latin, and winds up, if 
able to afford it, with French, music and 
drawing. 
Twenty other branches arc ad- 


ded to these, not one" of • them including 
anj' practical training for any one of wo- 
man's distinctive duties.
